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Urge Voters 
To Act For 
Better Roads 



Citizens Committee States 

Reasons for Need^of 

Strong Interest' 

Good roada til the lakes region arc 
an asset to Antioch and the surround- 
ing territory in helping to draw visit- 
ors, tlic Citizens' Committee for Better 
Roads points out in a circular issued 
this week, urging a large vote in tlie 
special election to be held here Mon- 
day, November 6. 

The election is being held at the re- 
quest of Antioch township property 
owners, who recently presented a pe- 
tition to township officials for that pur- 
pose. 

The approval' of votcirs is being 
sought for thc/authorization of an an- 
nual tax levy of 30 cents on the $100 
valuation of all taxable property in the 
township, including railroads, for the 
purpose of constructing or improving 
and maintaining certain of the town- 
ship's principal, but itill unimproved 
highways. The levy is scheduled to run 
for five years, after which time the 
.roads will be in such condition that it 
will be possible to maintain them out 
of the regular township road fund. 
Funds Not Sufficient 
Property devaluations and unpaid 
taxes hiivc cut the money avaitabis 
for road improvement and maintain- 
ancc almost in half during the past few 
years, and heavy traffic on roads near 
the lakes has made it impossible to 
keep them in good condition without 
the expenditure of additional fun<l5. 

The circular issued by the Citizens' 
committee- cites the following reasons 
in support of the movement; 

"For the greater convenience of resi- 
dents and vacationists in the resort re- 
gion the following ■ roads should \ 

be improved: - 

"Sylvan Beach, West Channel 
Lake, Tiffany, Shady. Nook, 
Wild wood, Beach Grove, 
Queen of the West, Herman, 
and Indian Point Roads." 

*'Thcsc roads are NOT under coun- 
ty, state or federal supervision and re- 
ceive no aid from outside the town- 
ship. It's up to the property owners 
'to see that they are improved and 
kept in condition. 

"All of these roads lead to or are 
adjacent to the Chain O* Lakes. 
Except for small improvements done 
by property owners along the roads 
there has been no extensive improvc- 
ments made for many years, as pres- 
ent township funds supply barely 
enough money to enable the highway 
commissioner to do maintenance work 
only. As a result of heavy trafiic 
these roads, many limes liave been in 
a dangerous condition for auto travel, 
due to dust and loose gravel. 

A "Paying" Investment 

"It is a known fact that residents of 
the lake communities pay over 60 per 
cent of the township's tax bill, and 
that over CO per cent of the taxes go 
for the maintenance of local schools 
from which they derive no benefit 
whatever as tlicir children attend Chi- 
cago schools. Howevtjr, these lake 
residents wonld derive great benefit 
from the proposed road improvement 
and it's only /air that the permanent j 
residents here reciprocate in this man- 
ner. 

"The Chain O* Lakes has long been ' 
regarded as the beauty spot of Illi- 1 
nois, 60 lei's have our highways in 
keeping with this idea. While the 
beautification feature is commendable, 
it is also pointed out that the im- 
provement is bound to prove a good 
investment resulting in better business 
in the region to say nothing of the 
enhancement of property values thit 
would result."

The objects of the department are 
to include the association of civic- 
minded- citizens in Lake Villa inter- 
ested in preventing and extinguishing 
fires, to obtain fire fighting equipment 
and to establish a life saving corps at 
the lakes.

Lyons Leads in Poll 
For Illinois Governor 



C. F. Decker, of Red Bud, Illinois, 
Chairman of the Randolph County 
l?cpublican Central Committee, today 
announced the first results of the free 
will poll on the coming Republican 
primary which he Is conducting among 
Illinois Republican County Chairmen. 

In his letter Mr. Becker inquired of 
his fellow County Chairmen, "at the 
I)resent time, from tlic observations 
you have made, what do you feel is 
the standing of the candidates for- gov- 
ernor in 1, 2, and 3 order? They were 
also asked, "Who is a likely looking 
candidate for United States Senator?" 

The 39 replies from County Chair- 
men so far received show: First choice 
for governor: Lyons 19, Green 8, 
Brooks 2, Hayes 1. Lyons and Green 
tied for first place in one county and 
Lyons and Brooks were tied for first 
place in two counties. Six failed to in- 
dicate any choice. 

Lyons received 8 votes for second 
place, and 7 of them were from county 
leaders who had listed Green as their 
first choice. Brooks was second in' 7 
counties, and Green second in 8 coun- 
ties. Two chairmen thought Hayes a 
second best bet. 

Many chairmen failed to choose'any- 
one for United States Senator, but of 
those listed, Brooks received II votes, 
Lyons 2, Green 2, Glenn 1, and Robert 
McCormick .\dams 1. One chairman 
listed either Brooks, Glenn, or .\dams 
as satisfactory for senator; another did 
likewise with Brooks, Lyons or Green; 
two put Brooks and Glenn on a par; 
another chose eitlier Lyons of^Brook;; 
and one chairman was wilhng to have 
either Brooks,, Hayes, Adams or Glenn 
for the senate seat.. 
■ No conclusions about slates were 
'drawn by Becker in releasing the re- 
sults, although Lyons was listed by 
more than two to one as first choice 
•or governor, and Brooks was chosen 
by more than five to one as the logical 
man for United Stales Senator,

Here is th* 
report as it appeared in the National 
Underwriter: 

"R. Y. Dievcndorf, special agent 
London & Scottish and Northern. 
Eng., reports that Antioch, III., a 
summer resort town with a winter 
population of approximately 1,100 had 
a total fire loss on buildings the past 
fiscal year of only ?5. This excels 
last year's record of $28."

Taking the first step is the most important act in get- 
ting into war.

the control over bank credit in the hands of the Federal ^nd ammunition to the disadvantage -^f the other is ob- 



Govcrnment. Bank examiners often exercised too broad 
authority and imposed in many cases severe restrictions 
upcn the officers and directors of national banks. In 
many instances small business men have lost their credit 
because examiners assumed that tlicy were smarter than 
the officers of the banks who knew all about the personal 
and busineS'S affairs of customers. 

That is why some of the best authorities upon the 
subject have come to believe that rigid Federal control 
over tlie banks has been carried too far. It is very ques- 
tionable whether the banking system has been made per- 
manently scciu-e notwithstanding the insurance of deposit- 
ors. It has unnecessarily and wrongfully increased the 
difficulties of countless numbers of small business men 
throughout the country. ■ 

Everybody knows that the banking business has not 
always been successful in the past, and that was the ex- 
cuse for running the banks through the wringer in 1933. 
After the juice had all been squeezed out of the banks the 
system was immersed in centralized control from Wash- 
ington. 

The existing centralized control is just about as full 
of holes as other Federal-isms.. .The fact cannot be ig- 
nored that the human element is recognized every time 
a bank selects its staff. The best business men and the 
best citizens are chosen to administer and safeguard the 
money and credit for the community. 

The old-fashioned notion grows that local banking is 
a local job, and that while it is proper and correct to lay 
down definite laws and rules to carry it on, that there is 



vicusly unneutral. 

Yet so accustomed have the members of Congress 
gotten to viewing the Prodigal Son as the arch-economist 
of the ages, that when one of their number tells them lift- 
ing the embargo is a peace gesture, they listen back to Mr, 
Roosvelt's promise to find jobs for the ten million idle 
workers with whom he sympathized in 1932 and really 
imagine he has kept his pledge. 

The United States has kept out of wars in Asia and 
Europe without lifting the embargo on arms and ammu- 
nition. 

That fact justifies all the good things President Roose- 
velt has ever said about the act he now condemns.

Note their pro- 
test, in their Chicago convention, against the belief that the 
United States "must inevitably become involved in the 
present European conflict**; their demand that the Presi- 
dent and the Congress pursue a policy that "will prevent 
involvement," and their advocacy of a policy of neutrality 
and peace for their nation. It is instructive to find that 
men who know war are anything but belligerent.

UIGIITEOUSNESS IN ' 
i THE KINGDOM 

g.J^SSON TEXT-Mollhew 3:17-20, 33^5; 
GOLDEN TEXT-Be ye llierefore perfect 



• "Righteousness in the kingdom/' 
{the title of our lesson, properly rc- 
•late3 its teaching to the kingdom of 
the Messiah which is to come on 
,the earth, and to the condition 
^which shall then prevail. At the 
same time we agree with Dr. James 
M. Gray that "it would be wrong to 
press this too far and to say that 
the Sermon on the Mount has no 
application whatever to the Chris- 
tian church or the time in which 
we live, for God is the same 
through all dispensations and the 
underlying principles of His govern- 
ment never change." 

Certainly it is true that if all of 
the men and all of the nations of 
the earth were on this Armistice 
Sunday true followers of Christ and 
ready to carry out the teachings of 
this lesson, there would no longer 
be any possibility of war. This 
means that the best peace propa- 
ganda is the sending of missionaries 
and teachers to all th» earth to win 
men to Christ. 

Our lesson should be studied and 
taught with great care lest we con- 
iuse morality with Christianity and 
make it appear that men ore justi- 
fied before God by their good works 
rather than by their faith in Christ. 

I. Christ FulHIIs the Law (5:17-20). 
The law of God is eternal, never 

to be abrogated, never set aside. 
Christ Himself, although we might 
properly say that He was in reality 
the La\v-giver and thus had power 
and authority over the law, indicat- 
ed His purpose in coming to be tliat 
of giving the law its full meaning, 
not of destroying it. One could wish 
that those who profess to be His 
servants might have the same 
measure of regard for God's law. 
If they did, they obviously would 
not be so ready to ignore it, so 
quick to change it or explain it 
away, and far more ready to accept 
with their Master every "jol and 
tittle," that is, even tlio minutest 
detail of His Word. 

necognizing Christ as the fuinil- 
mcnt of the law should prepare 
one to manifest obedience to every 
moral precept through His grace i 
and by His strength. Certainly it , 
should not load anyone to lawless- ' 
ncss or carelessness regarding de- ! 
tails of the daily walk. Fellowship 
with the Saviour should be revealed 
in consistent living (v. 20). 

II. Christ Explains the Law (5: 

3M5). 

Look at verses 21 to 37. The 
spirit of murder is anger (vv. 21, 
22). A lustful look is adultery (vv. 
27-30), and it is bettor to be blind 
than to be guilty of it. Divorce is 
linked very plainly with adultery 
(vv. 31, 32). Swearing is forbidden 
(vv. 33-37). Thus Christ strips out- 
ward conformity to the law of its 
apparent virtue and reveals that 
with God it is the spirit that gives 
meaning to the act. 

He goes on to make plain that 
God alone Is wise enough to take 
vengeance, that we ought never to 
retaliate with evil for evil. Note 
that verse 39 probably refers to an 
insult rother than to physical vio- 
lence; that in verse 40 it is a ques- 
tion of a difference of opinion in 
which the other man feels that he 
has a legal right to your coat; and 
that here, as in verses 41 and 42, 
it is not a matter of letting a wicked 
or scheming person defraud you of 
your rights or property, but rather 
of doing what is required of you in 
an ungrudging spirit and of being 
generous with others who are in 
need. In Christ we are to be like 
our heavenly Fatlier and love our 
enemies (vv. 43-45). 

III. Christ Illustrates the Law (6: 

Possibly It would be more appro- 
priate for us to say that Christ here 
illustrates the right and tlie wrong 
way of fulfilling the low. How very 
clear He makes it that the one who, 
while ostensibly doing the will of 
God, actually is seeking the recog- 
nition and glory of men has received 
his full reward, for men have op- 
plauded his act of generosity. The 
transaction is complete and God has 
nothing to do with it at oil. On the 
other hand, the one who gives in 
the spirit of Christ, not wanting men 
to know of his faithful stewardship 
(v. 4), and In fact making no reck- 
oning of it himself (v. 3), may be 
certain that he has a heavenly Fa- 
ther who takes careful account of 
the loving deeds of His children and 
who will reward him, both in this 
world and in the world to come. 



Laboratory 'Ice-Age' 

Forecast by Scientist 

A laboratory-made "ice age" Is 
corning soon and extremes of cold 
win be employed by science for 
many new human uses, Dr. Arthur 
n. Clompton, Nobel prize winner, 
predicts in a recent forecast. 

The world-famous University of 

Chicago scientist has presented a 

n^Si °"swer to the question: 

What will the science of physics 

give to mankind tomorrow?" 

Heat and electricity are the two 
most important forms of energy 
used by the people. Physicists are 
now exploring new fields of both 
heat and electrical energies. 

On the one hand, there is the ex- 
tremely high temperature of the sun 
and other stars, that man has not 

I mu*""*^^ *° reproduce artificial- 
ly. The other extreme, not known 
m nature directly, is a result of lab- 
oratory experiments— unbelievably 
low temperatures hovering near the. 
absolute zero, 

"Physicists have learned to pro- 
duce new extremes in cold. Their 
important problem now is to dis- 
cover uses for such cold," Dr. Comp. 
ton says. 

"Althuugh we have not yet found 
mdustrial uses, for these low tem- 
peratures, -there is good reason to 
anticipate significant advances in 
this area." 

Liquid helium, about 459 degrees 
below zero of Fahrenheit, is the 
coldest substance produced by sci- 
ence. Experiments are going on to 
lower the temperature still further, 
until it comes within l-lO.OOOths of 
a degree above the absolute zero, 
which is 460 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit. 

When treated^ with such cold, 
many metals and other substances 
change their properties.

Amateur ScientisU Aid 

In Important Research 

The amateur scientist not only ap- 
pears in the best-regulated families, 
he s liable to turn up any^vhere, ac- 
cordmg to the American Philosophi- 
cal society. 

The society, using Philadelphia as 
a test tube" in its study to deter- 
mine the contribution ordinary per- 
sons can make to scientific research 
reports that the amateur scientist is 
found in the average home here and 
m almost every occupation. 

A preliminary survey, conducted 
by W. Stephen Thomas, working for 
the committee on education and par- 
ticipation is science, which is super- 
vised by the philosophical society, 
disclosed that 200 amateur scientists 
enrolled for field trips of the Acade- 
my of Natural Sciences were en- 
gaged in 55 dilTerent occupations. 

Forty per cent are in business of- 
fices, 20 per cent in technical 
trades. IG per cent in the professions 
and the remaining 24 per cent are 
students, unemployed workers and 
housewives. 

"Their hobbies were diverse and 
amusing," Thomas said. "A garden- 
er indicated fiowers. a mail carrier 
hiking and a tourist agent travel ns 
their leisure time inlerosls." 

Local clubs are co-operating with 
Thomas in the committee's olTort to 
spread scientific knowledge and help 
the amateur scientist. 

Among these clubs are those for 
astronomers and telescopc-mokers, 
airplane and ship model designers, 
cosmic ray students, students of 
earth currents and radio, natural- 
ists, minerolofiists. botanists, ento- 
mologists and geologists. 

The work of these diverse organi- 
zations is to be co-ordinated by the 
committee. 



Cincinnati's "Forty Twos" 
In the first half of the last cen- 
tury there was a club in Cincinnati 
called the Forty-Twos. It was Ihus 
named because, when organired, it 
so happened that each of (he men 
in the membership was past forty- 
two and not yet forly-thrce years 
old. Although it was more or iess 
social, it did help develop a literary 
taste in the city. The club met in 
the law oHlce of Salmon P. Chase. 
The latter, in after years, became 
secretary of the treasury in Presi- 
dent Lincoln's cabinet and was ap- 
pointed chief justice by the Presi- 
dent when Chief Justice Roger B. 
Taney died in 1804. 



Bonnie Blue Flas: 
The Bonnie Blue flag was made 
of silk by the ladies of Jackson, 
Miss., and Is said to have inspired 
the famous battle song of that 
name. The flag was presented to 
W. S. Barry, president of the con- 
vention that adopted the ordinance 
of secession in the house of repre- 
sentatives at Jackson, Miss., Janu- 
ary 9, 1801. It had a white ground 
with magnolia trees in the center; 
a blue field in the upper left-hand 
corner with a star in the center. 
It was finished with u red border 
with red fringe at the extremity 
of the fiag.

MILK STILL RATES 

AS PERFECT FOOD 



Nutrition Studies Disclose 
High Vitamin Content. 



By DR. MORRIS FISilBEIN 

In the last quarter century the 
field of nutrition has advanced more 
than in all the previous centuries of 
mankind. In that advance milk has 
held its place as the most nearly 
perfect food, . From the point of 
view of protein and of fat, of min- 
eral salts and of vitamins, it stands 
supreme. True, milk Is somewhat 
deficient In vitamin C, in vitamin D, 
and in iron, but these values are 
easily supplied and no other food 
gives as much as milk for the 
money. 

If there Is any other highly im- 
portant fact which our studies have 
revealed, it is that ordinarily we do 
not consume as much milk as we 
should, being led frequently by im-

tion. Yet one-fifth of the food budg- 
et of the overage American family 
is used for milk and milk products. 

So important is milk for the hu- 
man being that the health section of I 
the League of Nations has recently 
made available a study of this prod- 
uct by a committee with represent- 
atives from Denmark, Holland, Eng- 
land, and France. It may surprise 
many Americans to relize that the 
milk supply in most foreign coun- 
tries does not approximate In its 
general safety the overage milk sup- 
ply of the United States. ' 

In many countries It has been cus- 
tomary to gloss over the unsatis- 
factory contents of the milk sup- 
ply with the assurance that the ben- 
efits to health resulting from in- 
creased consumption will outweigh 
the danger of drinking milk that Is 
not hygienic. In this country we 
know that the development of a 
good milk supply begins back on 
the farm with the cows and the 
quality of feed given to the cows. 



Tropical Products Need 

Well-Regulated Storage 

Warm-natured fruits and vege- 
tables from the tropics ore more 
likely to break down under storage 
that is too cold than products of 
the more temperate zones. Some 
of the tropical ■ products, particu- 
larly bananas, pineapples, mangoes, 
and avocados, lose flavor and tex- 
ture when kept In the home re- 
frigerator for several days. If 
served cold, they should not be 
chilled until imnfiediatcly before 
serving. 

Research by federal bureau of 
plant industry scientists shows that 
many products have a "crftical 
storage temperature" below which 
injury is likely to result although 
this temperature may be several 
degrees above freezing. The low 
temperature damage may show up 
in many ways—in appearance, fla- 
vor, and texture; in chemical com- 
position; and in susceptibility to de- 
cay from storage. 

Most of the produce grown in tem- 
perate . zones will stand tempera- 
tures nearer the freezing point than 
those from the tropics or those 
whose original home was in the 
tropics but are now being grown in 
the temperate zones. Tomatoes, 
egg-plants and cucumbers are ex- 
amples of exceptions. Potatoes held 
below 40 degrees Fahrenheit for 
several weeks undergo a chemical 
change in which the starches turn 
to sugar rendering them unpal- 
atable. 

Stored pears must be removed 
and ripened at temperatures rang-., 
ing from 60 degrees to 70 degrees. 
If held too long at around 32 de- 
grees some varieties lose their abil- 
ity to ripen and "go dead." 

Constant Improvement of storage 
conditions has prolonged the market 
life of most perishable products and 
has helped to retain their "fresh" 
taste and appearance.

Farmers Should Study 

Tractor Operating Cost 

Two factors are important In trac- 
tor costs. One is the number of 
hours used, the other, economical 
loading. The first entails a study of 
the machine's varied uses, and of 
the possibility of increasing these 
uses. The latter necessitates a 
study of the draft requirement of 
different implements, and the ways 
and means of devising tractor hook- 
ups. 

An example will help to make 
this point clear. A 14-lnch mold- 
board plow at a certain depth will 
have a draft of GOO pounds. A one- 
way plow 14 inches wide would re- 
quire a pull of about 250 pounds, 
while that width of spike-tooth har- 
row has a draft of only slightly 



Pre-Histcric Man Made 

Mamnioth Tusk Necklaces 

Prehistoric man wanted his wife 
to look more, attractive than nature 
made her, so he gave her a neck- 
lace. He fashioned beads from the 
tusk of a mammoth, pierced shells 
and the teeth of elk, fox and bison, 
and strung them together artistical- 
ly on threads of animal sinews. 
Thus he made the first beautiful 
necklace, probably to celebrate 
some happy event, such as the ar- 
rival of his first-born son. 

At La Souquotle. near St. Leon- 
sur-Vezcre, Dordogne, four neck- 
laces v.'ore excavated by M, Casta- 
net in a rock shelter on his farm. 
Close to one wall of the shelter was 
a reck surrounded by flint-piercing 
tools, fragments of mammoth ivory 
and perforated animal teeth and 
shells. Several ivory fragments 
showed mcomplele perforation, sug- 
gesting that the work may have 
been abandoned suddenly. This 
rock shelter must have served as a 
prehistoric workshop— a forerunner 
of the modern swank jewelry shops. 
While the National Museum of 
France, at St. Germain-en-Laye, 
and other museums possess simi- 
lar necklaces, none are finer or old- 
er than those more recently found.

THE WAR IN BRIEF 



Unorthodox warfare continued on 
the western front, original positions 
being assumed after Nazis forced 

the French 
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to relinquish 
early gains. 
Though 1,- 
500,000 Ger- 
man troops 
were massed 
at the Sieg- 
fried line, 
any offensive 
must come 
immediately 
or not until 
next spring. 
Three solid 
days of rainfall left trenches half- 
filled with water and stranded the 
highly touted mechanized artillery. 
Then came snow and sleet. 

Diplomatic activity continued at 
top speed, far overshadowing the 
actual war. Turkey's new pact with 
Britain to guarantee the eastern 
Mediterranean was the source of all 
eHorts, which resolved into a fran- 
tic scurrying among belligerents 
to line up neutrals. At Danzig, Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbontrop furnished divertisement 
by lashing at British Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain for ''break- 
ing promises." He also tried to drive 
a wedge between the allies by woo- 
ing France. Two days later Cham- 
berlain replied just as scornfully. 
In the Balkans, Britain encour- 



aged Turkish formation of a neutral 
■bloc, using what some observers 
called poor strategy by apparently 
neglecting to consult Italy. 

While the Reich wooed Rumania, 
Turkey and Hungary by threats, 
Britain was more subtle. Under 
consideration at London were trade 
pacts to assure the neutrality of 
Sweden, Netherlands, Finland, Lat- 
via, Turkey and Russia. To soothe 
the latter nation. Chamberlain 
agreed that Dictator Josef Stalin's 
invasion of Poland had been neces- 
sary for protection against Ger- 
man aggression. 

Russia continued negotiations with 
Finland, but their nature remained 
mysterious. Finnish Foreign Min- 
ister Eljas Erkko called "just as 
unfounded as all others" the latest 
report that Russia had demanded
